Judge and counsel tried to get an 
inkling of Dr. Appleby’s system, but 
the plaintiff told them they wanted 
to know* too much. 
Baroness de Pallandt also entered 
the witness box and told the court 
that Dr. Appleby had not w’orked for 
years. “He only gambles,” she added. 
She said the doctor gave 
her 
a 
necklace, on which she had borrowed 
$15,000 from Miss Stinter, an Ameri­ 
can, whose address she refused to 
give. 
In her cross-examination the baron­ 
ess said her maiden name was Maria 
Dugas. She emphatically denied that 
she had been committed for trial on a 
charge of larceny at San Francisco 
or that she was a fugitive from jus­ 
tice.

Gould gave out an optimistic inter­ 
view* yesterday on the general busi­ 
ness. situation in the country. 
Ho 
said: 


“I feel encouraged. My altitude for 
a long time has been one of extreme 
conservatism. The sentiment is more 
cheerful, and I believe that business 
will be better. 
In my judgment, the 
situation depends largely upon what 
the Washington administration does. 
The country is rich, and it is reason­ 
ably safe to assume that we will have 
fairly good crops, to say the least, 
the coming season. 
“I would much prefer to have the 
Issuance of securities regulated by 
the Interstate commerce commission 
than by a large number of state com­ 
missions. With the power to do this, 
the government will be 
in 
virtual 
control of the railroads ,and must as­ 
sume the responsibility 
that 
goes 
with the powers that it possesses, or 
that are likely to be given before 
very long. 
I do not think that the 
doing away with Interlocking direc­ 
torates will prove nearly so trouble­ 
some or disturbing to the corpora­ 
tions as has been feared In some cir­ 
cles.** 
Speaking of the finances 
of 
the 
Missouri Pacific railroad, of which 
Mr. Gould is the chairman of the 
board, he said: 
“As to the Missouri 
Pacific notes, maturing in June for 
425,000,000, Mr. Speyer has that mat­ 
ter in band, and we do not doubt lh 
he least that It will be worked oht 
satisfactorily. 
Much has been said 
ibout the financing that 
must 
be 
lone by the corporation. 
It seems 
to have been forgotten that as to ex­ 
penditures already made, 
tho 
rail­ 
roads have been pretty thoroughly 
financed 
through 
the money taken 
from eamigs, and that realized from'5* 
the sale of short-term notes. The la­ 
ming of long-term bonds to take the 
place of these notes will not involve 
i large amount of actual money. The 
transaction will be chiefly the 
ex­ 
change of one security for another, I 
md will not increase the outstanding 
‘ndebbeduess of the corporation. 
Of 
ourse, they will need large sums of 
money with which to meet future re­ 
quirements, and the issuance of se* 
urities for this 
purpose 
will, 
of 
course, involve actual money, 
, 
“I am of the opinion that as soon 
as confidence, returns 
more .fully 
«hero will not be much difficulty in 
selling bonds on a satisfactory basis. 
As L said before, however, this and 
:>ther matters will depend very large­ 
ly upon the attitude of the Washing­ 
ton administration.1 If it is friendly 
and conciliatory, we should have de­ 
cidedly better times.”

The Prophet Habakkuk d* - 
lares that iii that glorious time the 
.nowledge of the glory of God shall ■ 
ill the whole earth.

israel, as attested by the Oavh-bound 
Covenant,

I am sure that I speak directly 
o the hearts of humanity when I say 
hat this glorious picture of human 
Tostitution is far more captivating to 
he great majority than are any sug­ 
gestions of a Heavenly kind.

Rev. H. M. Dobbs, of Kansas City, 
who is conducting services each even­ 
ing 
at 
the Fifth Street Methodist 
Episcopal church, 
South, 
delivered 
his second sermon last night. 
His 
text 
was 
the 
seventh and eighth 
verses of the third chapter of Ephe­ 
sians, which includes the words, "Yet 
all that was gain to me. for Christ’s 
sake I reckon a$ loss * * * " 
The 
first sermon wag on ‘‘True Religion,*’ 
dealing with the significance of re­ 
ligion and what it means to our lives. 
Dr. Dobbs stated that today the 
call is not “Back to Christ," but "For­ 
ward to Christ." 
Man measures his 
fellow man by a tape 
around 
his 
head, or around bis biceps or around 
his chest, but Jesus lays the tape 
around the human heart to measure 
the man. 
The speaker stated that there are 
four kinds of lives to be lived: (I) 
A life attractive on account of its 
eccentricities, which is always short­ 
lived. (2) A life lived by sheer hered­ 
itary power, such as that of Nero, 
who prostituted his higher powers. 
(3) A life consisting of the focalizing 
of one’s energies, and (4) a life lived 
in one’s own generation fusing its 
powers with it. 
The latter is the 
life lived by Christ; Jesus Christ was 
a time exposure of God. 
The ancient Greeks said the high­ 
est form* of knowledge &as to "Know' 
thyself;" Paul, a match in intellect 
with any of them, declared the high­ 
est form of knowledge was to know 
Jesus 
Christ, 
and 
that he would 
throw all things aside to do sc 
Paul, 
a wealthy Jew of the educated class, 
was for this reason disinherited, so­
